1.2. In February and March 195] Yugoslav infantry regiments received a supply 
25X1 "  @f the new RB bazooka (Rucni Reaktnivmi Bacac "RB"). Artillery regiment 
sections also are to be equipped with ome each. The new weapon, which is 
of Yugoslav manufacture, replaces the old type which is being taken out 
of use and stored in warehouses. 


2. The new bazooka is being manufactured in the Kragujevac and Sarajevo 
arsenals. It employs two types of projectile: the delayed-action and the 
armor-piercing type which weigh, respectively, 3 kilograms and b+ kilograma. 
The delayed-action projectile has a range of 200 meters, and the armor- 
piercing type attains 500 meters. The latter type can perforate 18 mm. 
of steel armor or 2 meters of cement. The propelling charge weighs 200 
grams. The projectile and the charge are inserted in the muzzle. 


3- The charge is detonated by a magazine, containing six primers, which is 
placed in a special slot. The RB bazooka has a minimum recoil since half in 
the gas escapes through the breech while the other half is discharged in 
flight. 


lh. Two men are assigned to each bazookar one carries it while the other acts 
as gunner. It may be fired from the shoulder or from a tripod on the 
ground, and is equipped with a muzzle sight.

25X14. During 1950 and until May 1951, the Yugoslavs worked.on the fortification: 
of, and the preperation of artillery emplacements.on, the western tip of ‘the 

Island of Premida, (Attachment I hereto), facing the Island of Kamenjak. To 
do the work, approximately 120 marines were carefully selected for their 
political reliability among elements residing far from the Island. 


2. Three workshifts of eight hours each were organized. The men worked at 
8 fast pace and their few howrs of liberty were often taken up by 
Sante rences and meetings. The marines were quartered in four wooden 
parracks near the Church of Sveti Krjak on the southern end of the 
Island. The material was brought in from Split and was unloaded in 

the small port of Sveti Er jak. 


3. Work on the fortifications was under the management of a certain Lieutenant 
’ Torbuk. The role of political commisear was filled by a certain Warrant 
Officer Mijatovic, and theret were two adjutants,.one of whom was end Lt. 
Dusan Supljikanmac. i 


4, Exeavations were made in the rock of the hill for passageways; quarters 
for officers and men; munitions dumps; a food and clothing stockroom; a 
room for the officer on duty; an observation tower; emplacements for 
machine guns and a searchlight; an electric generator; and a water 
tank (Attachments II and III hereto). 


a 5. The entrance to the fortification is lcoeated on the northern side of the

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Three identical corridors (Attachmert. TI, numbers 2, and Attachment III, 
numbers 2), at a distance of 50 or 60 meters from each other, branch out 
from the right of the main corridor. At the end of each of the corridors, 
which rise at a 50-degree angle towurds the cpen, there is an emplacement 
for a gun (Attachment II, numbers 8, and Attachment ITI, number 8). 


The quarters for troops consist of four small rooms (Attachment II, numbers 3). 
Each chief gunner and his gun squad are assigned to one room. The rooms are 
10 meters long, 5 metere wide and 3 meters high. Each room has two steel 

doors ; oa and oot, which are 1.20 meters wide and @ meters high. The 
officers' auarters (Attachment IJ, number 4), the etockroom (Attachment II, 
number 5) and the kitchen {Attachment ity nuniber 6) are of the same size 


and type as the troops’ quarters. 


Four munitions duuwps, one to service each gun, are located to one side of 
the passageways leading to the gun emplacements (Atteachent II, numbers 7). 
Each dump is 5 meters long, 4 meters wide and 3 meters high, and has two 
ateel doors, one for entry and one for exit. 


One upgraded Ppastageway beging at the officers’ quarters. It is 10 meters 
leng, 1 meter wide and 1. .90 meters high {Attachment II, number 9, and 
Attachment IIL, numbex 9}. The passageway leads to ihe room of the officer 

on duty (Attachment II, number 10, and Attachment III, number 10), which 

is of the game Prone aoee as the other quarters. Another upgraded bassageway 
{Attachment TT, number 12, and Attachment IIT, number 11) starts at this 

point and runs for 1O meters to 6s water tank about 20 meters high and 1.50 
meters im diameter (Attachment IIT, diagonal lines and number 12). 


The observation post (Attachment IT, murber 12, and Attachment ITI, number 12), 
which is on top of the water tank, can be reached by the water tank's ladder. 
It is formed by 2a platform 2.50 meters square, 2 meters above the tank. The 
platform rises 50 centimeters above the surface of the ground and is well 
camouflaged. The post is equipped with a vorthole for observation. 


Each gun is set on a cement base of circular shape 3 meters in diameter and 
between 6 and 7 meters deep (Attachment IY). Each emplacement has a 
protecting wall in reinforced concrete which igs 1.50 meters high and 2 meters 
wice. Each has an exbrasure which permits a 120-degree range in horizontal 
aiming and an elevation of 70 degrees. The gun mount is 1.20 meters high 
and ie bolted to the bare. 


The coastal guns are of 75-mm. caliber with a range of 13 kilometers. 
Although largely dug up while the work was in progress, the hill has been 
eo carefully camouflaged with underbrush that it seems to be absolutely 
devoid of fortifications. 


Approximately 200 meters to the right (looking from the sea) of the entrance 
to the fortifications, a cavern war excavated in the rock tor a searchlight 
mounted on rails (Attachment IZ, number 13).
